Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  dealing 
with  Vital  Statistics  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  area 
for  the  year  1941. 

Existing  conditions  have  again  contributed  to  this 
delayed  submission  of  the  Report. 

During  the  year  active  immunization  of  children  was 
undertaken  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  when 
a high  percentage  of  the  children  resident  in  the  area 
received  their  protective  doses  against  Diphtheria. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  those  parents  and  guardians  who 
have  not  already  taken  advantage  of  the  facilities  available 
will  see  to  it  that  their  children  receive  their  anti-diphther- 
itic  injections  as  soon  as  possible  in  order  to  reduce  to  a 
minimum  the  ravages  of  this  dread  disease. 

For  obvious  reasons,  problems  associated  with  evacua- 
tion became  less  acute  during  the  year  and  large  numbers 
of  children  have  returned  to  their  homes  greatly  benefited, 
without  doubt,  by  their  stay  in  the  country. 

Problems  associated  with  the  state  of  the  present  emer- 
gency still  persist  and  continue  to  add  greatly  to  the  work 
of  your  officials. 

I must  again  thank  the  Clerk  and  his  staff  for  their 
continued  courteous  help  and  advice  on  all  relevant  occas- 
ions, and  my  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  his  staff  for  their  continued  industry  and  application  in 
carrying  out  their  increasing  duties.

Seven  of  the 
deaths  took  place  during  the  first  week  of  life  and  were  due  to 
congenital  causes — congenital  debility,  prematurity,  and  accidents 
at  birth.

for  the  Area. 

No  changes  took  place  during  the  year  194*  the  position  is 
as  reported  in  the  annual  report  for  1940. 

The  Eithnog  Hostel  was  used  throughout  the  year  as  a hostel 
for  the  reception  of  and  the  treatment  of  sick  evacuee  children. 


SECTION  “C” 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water. 

No  material  change  has  taken  place  in  the  conditions  as  des- 
cribed in  my  report  for  the  year  1938. 

As  previously  reported,  additional  storage  is  still  urgently  needed 
in  Llanfair,  and  it  is  understood  that  a new  reservoir  will  shortly 
be  constructed. 

Four  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year.  One  sample 
was  taken  from  the  public  supply  at  Voel,  and  the  water  was  found 
to  be  satisfactory.  The  other  three  samples  were  taken  in  con- 
nection with  emergency  supplies. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Comments  upon  these  subjects  made  in  previous  reports  still 
apply. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

No  change. 

Public  Cleansing. 

In  fifteen  out  of  the  nineteen  parishes  in  the  district,  a weekly 
collection  of  night  soil  and  house  refuse  is  undertaken.  All  refuse 
is  disposed  of  at  controlled  tips  in  the  parishes  of  Carreghofa, 
Llanfair  Caereinion  and  Llanrhaiadr. 

516  bins  and  419  pails  are  dealt  with  each  week. 

Of  the  remaining  four  parishes,  Llanwddyn  is  scavenged  by 
Liverpool  Corporation,  and  there  appears  to  be  no  need  to  extend 
the  service  to  the  three  remaining  parishes.

This  pest  is  seldom  found  in  this  district,  and  only  one  case 
occurred  during  the  year  under  review.  This  was  effectively  dealt 
with. 

Schools. 

There  were  no  closures  of  Schools  owing  to  infectious  diseases 
during  the  year. 

Measles  was  generally  epidemic  for  a period,  but  no  ill-results 
appear  to  have  persisted. 

The  principle  of  mid-day  meals  is  now  established  in  some 
schools  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  practice  will  extend  to  all  schools 
in  the  area. 

Immunization  of  school  children  and  others  against  Diphtheria 
was  very  extensively  carried  out  during  the  year  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  his  staff. 


Housing. 

During  the  year  under  review  no  houses  were  improved  under 
the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act. 

No  new  houses  were  erected  during  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  18  recorded  cases  of  over- 
crowding .in  the  district.  There  is  no  doubt  however,  that  if 
another  survey  was  carried  out,  it  would  reveal  many  additional 
cases. 
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SECTION  “F.” 

Prevalence  of,  and  control  over,  Infectious 

Diseases. 

During  the  year  97  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified 
and  of  these  8 were  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 

There  were  51  cases  of  Measles — now  a notifiable  disease. 

Twenty-six  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified  and  of  these  five 
died.

In  addition  to  the  above  a case — a male  of  5J  years — of  Acute 
Poliomyelitis  was  notified,  as  was  also  a case — a male  of  47  years 
— of  Encephalitic  Lethargica.. 

One  case  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  in  a male  aged  3-J  years  was 
also  notified. 

Numbers  of  cases  of  Infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year 
shows  a marked  reduction  upon  the  preceding  year  when  177  cases 
were  notified. 

The  widespread  epidemic  of  Measles  subsided  during  the  early 
months  of  the  year  under  review. 
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Notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  during  the  year  appears  to 
have  been  satisfactory. 

The  usual  disinfection  by  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  was  carried 
out  when  and  where  necessary. 

No  Vaccinations  or  re-vaccinations  under  the  Public  Health 
(Small-pox)  Regulations  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Immunization  of  children  against  Diphtheria  was  very  exten- 
sively carried  out  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  by 
the  end  of  the  year  under  review  the  greater  percentage  of  children 
had  received  their  pretective  injection. 


Tuberculosis. 

No  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year  under  the  Public 
Health  ( Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  t 923 , or  under 
Section  2 of  the  Public  Health  Act  of  1925 

During  the  year  1941  eight  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were 
notified — the  number  being  the  same  as  that  for  the  year  1940. 

Of  these  3 were  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  5 were 
cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

Of  the  eight  cases  notified  three  were  females  and  of  these  two 
were  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  the  third  was  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

r 

In  the  males — five  cases  being  notified — four  were  of  the  Non- 
Pulmonary  type  and  the  fifth  was  of  the  Pulmonary  type. 

Three  of  the  cases  notified  occurred  amongst  children  evacuated 
into  the  area  on  the  outbreak  of  hostilities. 

Five  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year,  all 
were  males,  four  being  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  while  the 
fifth  case  died  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  average  age  at  death  of  those  dying  from  all  forms  of 
Tuberculosis  was  35  years. 

Notification  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  appears  to  be  good. 

Infected  premises  are  duly  disinfected  by  your  Sanitary  Inspec- 
tors when  necessary  and  the  requisite  destruction  of  infected 
material  carried  out.

Laboratory  Work  and  Facilities. 

Much  investigation  of  material  is  now  carried  out  in  Aberystwyth* 
by  the  staff  of  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  Services.. 

Prevention  of  Blindness. 

No  action  taken. 

No  change  in  existing  organisations. 

Cancer. 

This  disease  caused  the  deaths  of  12  persons  during  the  year — of 
these,  7 were  males  and  5 were  females. 

This  figure  compares  well  with  that  for  the  year  1940  when  311 
deaths  were  reported  as  being  due  to  Cancer. 

The  average  age  at  death  of  those  dying  during  the  year  from* 
Cancer  was  59*3  years,  and  ages  ranged  from  40  years  to  86  years..
